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DETAILED ACTION 
Receipt of the remarks submitted February 2, 2000 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections 35 U.S.C -103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 and 17-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
HIRAIWA DAIKU (Derwent publication abstract No. 77-872784, IDS of Jan. 29, 1999, BD) in 
view of Yoshitomi Pharm. (Derwent pubHcation abstract No. 8 1-0678 ID, EDS of Jan. 29, 1999, 
BE), Yamauchi (CA abstract, AN: 1993:497510), Kodama et al. (WO 95/22902, IDS of Jan. 29, 
1999, AB) and Metzner et al. (CA Abstract, AN: 1987:454179) for reasons set forth in the prior 
office action. 

3. Applicants' remarks have been fully considered, but are not persuasive for reasons 
discussed below. 

4. Regarding the remarks that the cited references do not teach or suggests to employ 
fipronil in wood adhesive, note that it is known to incorporate an insecticide into wood adhesive 
to render a insecticidal property to the wood adhesive, it is, therefore, prima facie obvious to 
incorporate fipronil, a well-known insecticide against termite, into a wood adhesive. A person of 
ordinary skill in the art would have been reasonably expected to be successful in combining 
fipronil with a wood adhesive since the technique to combine an insecticide and a wood adhesive 
is known.
